APPLEWORKS 
ADVISOR 



It appears that many vtsers of 
Appl^orks have trovthle printing, _ 
their docvments without having 
or other mysterious things show tcp 
in the upper left hand corner of the 
printout. Apple has received 
numerous complaints aboxH this and 
responds that "_some of the 
interface cards cwrently on the 
market not 100^ compatible with 
the Apple cards, and Appleuorks may 
not work properly with them." 

Great! Mow what? Hell, don't throw 
in the towel yet. By keeping an eye 
on letters to various computer 
magazines. I have found some tips 
and gimmicks thj 
refirf. 


lat may offer some 


First of all, boot up yoxxr AppleMorks 
disk and notice which version you 
are running. You should have 
version 1.2 rvmning under ProDos 
Version 1.1.1. The update to this new 
version is free at Apple dealers if 
you are running an earlier version. 

The L2 version offers more "canned" 
printer drivers that may match your 
printer hardware. If you are not 
using an Apple interface card how¬ 
ever, you nay still experience 
problems. 

The main difficulity lies in the fact 
that both printer and interface card 

f anufacturers elected to use Control 
as the code to alert their devices of 
an impending 
command. For 
example. 

Control I SON is 
used to switch 
off ^reen echo 
of characters 
sent to the 
printer and set 
the printer 
width to ^ 

characters. As ^ 

you may have guess^. the SOM that 
often shows up on the printout from 
AppleNorks is from the control cede 
sent to the printer. 

Unfortunately, many interface cards 

S obble" up the Control I portion of 
le commagad jinking it is a command 
intended for the card. All that gets 
sent to the printer is SOM. Since this 
was not preceeded by a Control I, the 
printco* does not r ec o g nize it as a 
command and stores the SOM in the 
print buffer. 

Thgn, when^the printing begins, the 
SOM IS the first thing out of the 
buffer and onto your printout. The 
solution is to change the control 
cedes to your printer or interface 
card so the proper commands resaut. 



In my case. I have a C-Itoh^Propriter 
and a Tymac interface card. Since 
neither is supported by itopleMorks, I 
have to specify a "custom"^printer 
sc!tup. When 1 initially made the 
setup, I left the printer control code 
set at Control 1 wM and it printed 
out 'VN" in the upper left corner. 

Next, I tried sending no control code 
ta the printer. This kill^ the "OM" 
in the comer, but now the monitor 
displayed an inverse line at the top 
of the screen. As each character 
was sent to the printer, it .wovdd 
scroll across this inverse hne like a 
billboard sign. This did not affect 
the appearance of the printout and 
the screen cleared itself as soon as 
the print was over. 

finally. I remembered to check my 
interface card manual and discovered 
that I could change the printer 
control code by sending a Control I 
followed by any other letter not \ised 
by the interface card. Hy command 
sequence then becaM Control I 
Control T Control TwWl. 

Uolial Success! The Control I Control 
T changes the printer control code to 
Control T. Then, Control T K)M, turns 
off the screen echo Cwhich kills t^ 
inverse scrolling line) and allows 80 
column wide printing. 

The Rescue Squad column from the 
November issue of A-t- magazine 
suggests a couple of other 
alternatives for various printer - 
interface card combin^ions. For an 
Epson FX-80 using a HPC interface, 
the control code should be changed 
from Control I SOM to Control I 255M. 
For a C-Itoh 8510A CProwriter) with a 
Grappler Plus card, change from 
Control I 80N to Control I ON. With 
this one the Grappler DIP switches 
mv(st be set to Apple Dot Matrix mode. 

Even if any of these should prove 
successful, AppleMorks may still not 
allow you to utilize all the various 
print sizes, fonts and special effects 
features your printer is capable of 
doing. This is the trade off you must 
be mling to accept unless you are 
prepared to run right out and trade 
in your old printer and interface 
card for a complete Apple system.

file in a temporary file. Once this 
save is successful, the E^ape 
m^sage goes away and Applefforks 
d^tes tne original file n?on the 
disk. Theii^the temppr.ary fjle is 
renamed with the original file name 
and the first message goes away. 


This means that your disk must have 
enough space on it to take the entire 
temporary file or else the disk full 
message is displayed. 


It is best to be prepared in such 
situations and nave another ProOos 
initialized disk available to save the 
file. Once the file is saved to 
another disk, you can delete some old 
files from your ApPleHorks data disk, 
cither from within AppleUorks or 
with the ProDos Users Disk. Then use 
the file utilities on the Users Disk to 
transfer your lipdated file back onto 
the Appleworks data disk. Simple 
huh?

ENHANCEMENT KIT UPDATE 


You may remember sxi article, in the 
first AAAC News in September, about 
the Apple //e ehnancement kit to 
bring older //e's up to date with 
current //e's and //c's. Since that 
time I have added the kit to my //e 
and would like to pass along my 
opinion of making the upgrade. 

Do it! Since adding the enhancement 
kit, I have not found any programs 
that will not run due to the new 
chips, while I have not tried every 
pro^am on all my disk^ the ones 
used most frequently perform as 
before the enhancement with but two 
notable exceptions. 


As mentioned earlier, the status 
panel of AppleHriter /^e displays 
some Kousetext characters. Al^ 
Advanced Version UisiCalc di^lays 
Kousetext characters instead of the 
normal upper case alphabetic letters 
for each column in the worksheet. 

The AppleHriter problem is fixable. I 
know of at least two patch programs 
to restore the status line to normal. 

One of these is on a public domain 
AppleHriter disk distributed by the 
International Apple Core and 
available at AAAC meetings to our 
members. The other is a basic 
pro^am. AHCI^ERT. which, appeared 
m the April 1%5 issue of Nibble 
magasine. 


I modified my AppleHriter //e program 
with both of these patches to see bow 
they worked and if one is better 


^an the other. ^ The Hibbl 
does a better job in modify

Hhile both patches fix the status 
line, that is all the public domain 
version accomplishes, ^ter the 
patch, if you place the blin 
cursor over an 

S our docviment,_ 

ie letter and the Kousetext symbol 
associated with that letter when the 
cursor is inversed. This may be a 
minor point, but it can be irritating. 

The Kibble program fixes chis problem 
as well, so that you never see any 
Kousetext characters. In addition, 
the convert program modifies 
AppleHriter //'e to give you a choice 
between normal ro column display or 
40 column display. This is handy if 
you do not have a video monitor and 
are using a TU as the display device. 

Finally, the Kibble patch claims to 
recognize the larger memory of //c's 
and expanded memory //e's and work 
with the fvUi i^K if available. I 
cannot verify this claim as the 
memory indicator in the status line 
showed the same amount of memory 
available after the patch as before. 


To my knowledge, thex^ is not a patch 
^vedlable to fix theUisiC^c column 
indicator problem. The disk is copy 
protected and UisiCorp is now down 
the tubes, so if anyone hears of a 
way to fix this problem please let me 
know and Ill pass it along.

If you have never accidently deleted a file 
or program from a cBsk, don't worry - you 
uill! Sooner or later, in a moment of 
haste or confusion, your only cc^ of an 
absolutely must have file mH get delated 
from the disk. What now? 


HeTI, if your disk is us^g DOS 3.3 as the 
operating system, recovery of the lost 
file is fairly simple. As long as no other 
saves have been done to the disk ri 
question, a sector editor, such as Copy IH- 
or Locksmith, can easily restore your file. 


TNs is because a delete in DOS 3.3 does 
not actually delete the file from the disk. 
All that happens is that the file name is 
removed from the volume directory and 
the pointers are reset to indicate the 
file sectors are available to be used to 
store other data. 


A sector editor, or disk zap program, can 
restore these pointers and the file name 
as long as no other files have been saved 
to the cfisk. If a save has been done, 
some of your file may have been 
overwritten and is now unrecoverable. 


Uider ProOOS, life is not so staple. The 
file deletion procedure is considerably 
more complex. The bottom Ine is, a file 
accidently or intentional^ delete under 
ProOOS is not recoverable! 


At least this was true until a nifty ittle 
utilty prq^am appeared In the October 
issue of Nibble magazine. The article. 
Recovering Deleted PrcdXlS Files, explains 
an the technical details. The utility 
program in tNs article makes a patch to 
ProOOS that will allow file recovery, F the 
patch to ^oDOS is ma^ BCFO^ tne file ^ 
deleted.

The recently announced Apple UrdDisk 3.5 
inch disk drive created quite a bit of ^ 
excitement for Apple owners searchsig for 
mor e, dis k capacity at an affordable price. 
The 80DK storage capacity of these disk 
drives seems inviting at frst glance. 


Closer inspection of the operating specs 
towever reveals an une>q»ected si^eri^. . 
The UnCisk 3.5 drives only si^poK ProDosI 
DCS 3.3 users, and programs aready 
written in DOS 3.:^ are not coirFatoie uth 
the UnSlisk 3.5. This is because ProDos is 
now the officially supported operattag 
system of Apple Computer. 


This is a very disappointing development. 
Should you wish to upgrade to a higher 
cvacity disk drive and still have the 
abiny to run your favorite DOS 3.3 games, 
etc. it win be necessary to hang onto at 
least one Qsk I or Unidisk 5.5 drive to 
run these programs. 


Hop, comes news of a possft>le way out of 
this dilemma. HcroSPARC, Inc., publisher of 
Nbble Nagazine, has Just announced 
UhldKJS 3.3 for the thiifek 3.5 drive. 


This third party operating system is said 
to be fulV compatible with ail DOS 3.3 
applications (except for some utilttas 
that use DOS 3.3 fixed memory locatwns 
and utilty routines). The introduction 
anr»incement did not provide very many 
det^ about this new product, 
particularly price. However, most of the 
software products sold by nicroSPARC are 
modestly triced and I would be surprised if 
UNDOS 3.3 departed from tNs trend. 


If UNDOS 3.3 turns out to the product it 
sounds like it is, it win be posscle to keep 
DOS 3.3 disks and run them on UrdXsk 3.5s. 


If you still aren't convinced, at least make 
a solemn promise to the conFuter gods 
that you absolutely without fdi\ wilT ataays 
keep an up to date backup! 
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
